Will each 
local be so kind as to find oat, if 
possible, by the beginning of April, 
but anyway as soon as it can be 
done, how many boys.and girls of 
16 to 20 years of age from your lo- 
cality can attend this conference at 
the end of June.

ARSON CHARGE! 


’ Atrial of considerable interest to 
the people of the Irma district was 
held inthe council chambers . on 
Monday of this'week. It was the 
ease of Clarkson Anjbler of Irma, 
charged with arson having been al- 
leged to have set a hay stack on the 
farm of Mr. Freeman on fire. The 
fire occured on the night of January 
21st, on Mr. Freeman’s place,about 
eight miles north of Irma. The 
preliminary hearing was held in Ir- 
ma on the third:of February and 
Clarkson Ambler was committed 
for trial. . 

Judge Taylor heard the case and 
W.M. Corbett of Fort Saskatche- 
wan handled the prosecution and 
H. H. Roberston and W. E. Simp- 
son for the defendant. A _ large 
number of witnesses were on hand, 
those for the crown being Mrs. Ba- 
ker, Messrs. Mitchell, Elliott, Wirth, 
Spratt and Myers, Detective Boyer, 
and Const. Rawson of Viking. A. 
Ambler and L. Sdlmon were on 
hand but were not called. 

The defence had nineteen witnes- 
ses but none were called to give 
evidence.. . 


Robert McInroy on the stand tes- 
tified that he was the violinist at 


the dance and had arrived at Prin- |’ 
trep’s at between 9.30 and ten} 
o’clock and that Alvin arrived after 


Clarkson, He remembered. w. 
Mrs. Baker gave the alarm of the 
fire and in talking with the accused 
testified that he seemed agitated. He}. 
had left home ten minutes after 8, 
went one mile and a half to the 
dance and arrived at 9.30. Mrs. 
Baker arrived some time after one 
o’clock, when the alarm was given. 
He said that Clarkson was the only. 
man that was wearing schapps 
but possibly others might of. 
Constable Rawson, appeared and 
was sworn and gave evidence that 
he was notified of the crime on Jan. 
22nd,-and weut to Irma and drove 
out to the place with a team. The 
weather was fine and had been for 
several days, no snow falling.. He 
saw footprints leading to the stack 
and followed them going in and, out 
and saw that they led to a place 
where a horse had been tied. The 
footprints led past D. Ambler’s on 
Printep’s. He had measured the 
footprints and: had also made a 
drawing of the location of the stack 
and the distances to various poiats. 
After examing the locality he went 
to the home of the accused and _in- 
structed him to wear the same ap- 
pare] as he had at the dance, and 
accompany him to the scene of the 
fire. The accused was then told to 
walk alongside of the tracks and 
they corresponded to them exactly 


enough to lead to the belief that the 
stack had been set on fire by some 
person, but was unable to prove the 
guilt of the accused. © 

The judge i in acquitting the. pri- 
soner, stated that while there was 
not suffici ent evidence to. convict, 
there was no doubt that the fire had 
been started by some person or. per- 
sons, and issued a warning that the

GOOD ROADS 
When the weather is dry the 


roads of the prairie west are the 
best in the world) When the weath- 
er.is wet they fre the worst. “Bad 
or good road conditions are the 
result of water—or the absence of 
water—in or on the road. There is 
nothing the matter with the clay, 
overlaid by black earth, which con- 
stitutes the surface of the praires so 
far as road making is concerned—if 


lit is only kept dry. This fact is 


brought out with especial clearness. 


at this time of year when the winter 


snow is disappearing and the frost |, 


is coming out of the ground. Where- 
ever the road is graded up, proper- 
ly rounded, kept with. a smooth 
surface and with no seepage or run 
of water on it, it is dry and ‘good. 
Wherever there is a seepage or 
run of water or where the snow 
.{ water has not had a chance to run 
off, the condition varies from , bad 
to unspeakable. » The obvious thing 
to be done to maintain good roads 
is to keep the water drained away 
and to keep the surface rounded 
and smooth so that the water, will 
not lie on it. 

A striking instance of the possibi- 
litv of making and maintaining 


-|good elay roads in this part of the 


country is the base line road from 
the city to Stoney Plain. For some 
four miles this road crosses a tam- 
arac swamp. The roadway has 
been graded up and ditched more or 
less effectively. As a result this 
piece of road can be depended up- 
on during the wet weather 
more certainly than the roads fur- 
ther west, where the country is rol- 
ling and the soil dry, 
like means has not been 
keep the water off the roadway. 
While it is true that good roads 
may be made or maintained .thru- 


out the clay country, it is also true | 


that the work of maintaining is 
ending. After ! 
has been properly graded and _ the 
ditches dug to take away the water, 
continuous traffic during heavy 
ralnfall will. finally. put the best 
roads out commission if they are 
left alone. .Rain softens the sur- 
face. Heavy: traflic cuts into’ this 
softened surface forming a.rut. When 
the rain ceases and the surface hard- 
ens the ruts remain for a time. The 
rut thus formed catch and hold the 
—|next rainfall. The water so held 
‘|softens the ground to a greater 
depth than before and traffic cuts 
still deeper ruts. « A few “successive 
rainfalls, while heavy traffic. con- 
tinues, will soon reduce a beautiful- 
ly graded road to the condition of a 
quagmire. This is what discourages 
prairie road making on a compre- 
hensive and expensive scale. The 
remedy is the road grader or sur- 
face scraper. Assoon as the road 
begins to harden and the raffic to 
form ruts after a rainful, 
}| grader or scraper is run over the 
road and the ruts in process of for- 
mation smoothed out, the - traffie 
will harden the surface, and the 
next rainfall will find the road in 
‘the same condition to shed the wat- 
er and so prevent it from softening 
the surface to any great. depth as ‘it 
was in the first instance. —«
